■  LONDON,  Nov.  5. — Nikolai  Lenine,  Russian  Bolslieviki  Pre- 
mier, frankly  admits  the  seriousness  of  the  food  situation  in  Russia. 
A  Central  News  dispatch  from  Copenhagen  quotes  him  as  writing  in 
a  Russian  newspaper  as  follows: 

"Soviet  Russia  never  before  has  experienced  such  a  food  crisis. 
Moscow  and  other  cities  are  paralyzed  by  famine,  and  the  army  is 
becoming  famished.  It  is  necessary  for  us  to  use  all  means  in  our 
^ef  to  enforcfrtWivery  of  f oodstuffrby  the  peasantry.^" 

Writing  in  the  same  paper,  Leon  Trotzky,  Minister  of  War  and 
Marine,  says: 

"We  want  to  see  rebellions  in  other  countries,  so  as  to  render  an 
attack  UDon  our  country  impossible.  The  Red  army  is  in  dire  need 
of  food'and  clothing.  If  these  needs  are  not  supplied  immediately 
all  our  efforts  will  be  futile."

PARIS,  Nov.  6. — Further  dis- 
patches confirming  the  extreme 
gravity  of  the  position  of  General 
Wrangel,  head  of  the  anti-Soviet 
forces  in  Southern  Russia,  have  been 
received  by  the  French  Foreign  Of- 
fice, but  are  being  withheld  tem- 
porarily. With  the  capture  by  tho 
Bolahevikl  of  Perekop  and  the  sur- 
rounding territory,  regarded  as  the 
k«y  to  the  Isthmus^  fears  are  now 
expressed  in  French  official  circles 
that  General  Wrangel's  very  exist- 
ence in  the  Crimea  may  be  seriously 
endangered. 

It  is  reliably  reported  that  Gen, 
Wrangel  has  sent  an  urgent  appeal 
to  France  and  the  other  Allied  pow- 
ers telling  of  the  critical  situation 
confronting  him.  and  requesting  more 
aid.  From  an  authoritative  source  it 
v/as  learned  today  that  France  feels 
It  is  now  "too  late"  to  give  further 
assistance  to  General  "Wrangel.  It 
was  explained  that  France  had  ren- 
dered all  the  assistance  In  her 
power.  Any  further  support  will 
have  to  come  from  the  other  Allied 
Powers,  among  whom,  the  French 
say,  there  seems  no  disposition  to 
act. 

Tho  feeling  in  French  circles  that 
General  Wrangel  would  not  be  able 
to  retire  and  maintain  his  position 
in  the  Crimea  now  has  given  way  to 
an  expression  of  hope  that  he  will 
withstand  the  Bolshevik!  onslaught. 
Even  though  Wrangel  establishes 
himself  In  the  Crimea,  the  problem 
of  feeding  his  army  is  a  serious  one, 
and  probably  will  fail  upon  France. 
There  la  some  conflict  in  the  re- 
ports on  General  Wrangel's  opera- 
tions. Thursday's  advices  from  8e- 
bKStltpoI,  however,  anerted  that 
General  Wrangel  was  master  of 
Perekop,  giving  ^he-  Impwsslon  that 
he   had    recaptured   the   place.

Three  Powers  Agree 
On  Turkish  Spheres 

Document  Signed  by  Great  Britain,  France  and 

Italy  in  August  Last  Is  Now  Made  Public — 

Mutual  Maintenance  of  Influence  in 

Certain  Areas  Provided  For 


• 

PARIS.  Nor.  6. — FYance.  Great 
Britain  and  Italy  have  signed  a 
tripartite  agreement  in  which  they 
agree  to  support  each  other  in  main- 
Ulnlng  their  "spheres"  of  Influence 
In  Turkey.  The  limits  of  the  area* 
in  which  respective  si>eeial  interests 
of  France  and  Italy  are  recognised 
are    defined    by    the    same    document. 

This  agreement,  it  developed  to- 
day, was  signed  at  Sevres  on  Aug.  10. 
the  day  the  public  ceremonial  of  the 
signing  of  the  peace  treaty  with  Tur- 
key took   place.  • 

Although  the  agrement.  It  is  ex- 
plained, is  not  considered  a  secret 
one.  it  nevertheless  hss  never  been 
made  public  until  now,  after  a  lapse 
of  nearly  three  months  since  the 
signing.  Under  Its  own  terms  the 
document  was  to  come  Into  force  and 
be  published  at  the  time  the  Turkish 
peace  treaty  should  go  into  effect. 
This  date  Is  still  an  uncertainty. 

In  connection  with  ezamlnatien  of 
the  test  of  the  agreement  now  avail- 
able, attention  la  belB«  oallad  here 
to  the  fact  that  wbUo  tlia  treaty  de- 
flnee  the^  spheres  el  liHhMaee  of 
Fraaoa  and  Italy — reeoimliing  the 
special  Interests  of  rrmaoo  In  Clllela 
and  the  west  era  parts  of  XardistaB. 
bordarlng  on  Syria,  and  of  ItAly  In 
■eutliora  Anatolia  —  the  Brftlsh 
spberaa  of  |nA«eiMa  are  not  only  ua- 
datead  but  are  not  onentlooed.  This 
has  raised  tba  qasstlira  whetlier  tha

Japanese  Ambassador 
In  Washington,  and  Secretary  of 
State  Colby  have  reached  an  agree- 
ment by  which  Japan  will  stop  Im- 
migration to  the  United  States,  In  re- 
turn for  which  America  will  accord 
Japanese  In  America  the  same  treat- 
ment as  other  foreigners.  Marqula 
Okuma,  fortner  Premier,  Interviewed 
by  The  Yoruxu  Choho.  declares  that 
"only  thoughtless  people  have  talked 
of-  war  between  Japan  and  America 
over  California." 

"If  Japan  flghta  with  arguments  of 
dignity  and  impartiality,"  he  U  quot. 
ed  as  saying,  "Americans  will  act 
justly." 

The  Asahl  today  ascribes  the  Re-

WRANGa'S  ARMY 
MAKES  ESCAPE 


Withdraws     Successfully    to 
,  Crimean    Peninsula   Before 
Drive  of  Bolshevlkl — Inflicts 
Severe  Defeat  on  Cavalry 


SEBASTOPOL.  Nov.  4.  <-  Oanaral 
Baron  Wrangel.  head  of  the  anti- 
Bolsbevlki  government  of  South  Rus> 
sla.  has  successfully  withdrawn  hia 
troops  to  the  Crimea  l>efore  the  ad- 
vance of  the  Soviet  armies  south  of 
the  Dnieper  River.  He  is  master  of 
Perekop  and  also  of  Salkova. 

At  Salkova.  General  Wrangel  has 
captured  thousands  of  General 
Budenny's  cavalry.  The  spirit  of  hia 
troops  is  good,  but  they  -  are  worn 
out  by  their  long  flght. 

Soviet  forces  are  baaleglng  tha 
antl-BoIsheviki  treilch  system  on  the 
narrow  neck  of  the  Crimean  penln< 
sula. 

CONSTANTfNOPLB,  Nov.  5.—<>en- 
eral  "iBaron  iVrangel,  whose  forces 
have  been  driven  back  Into  the 
Crimean  penlasula  from  Ruasla  pro- 
per by  BolsheVikl  armies,  has  broken 
a  silence  of  feur  days  with  a  char- 
acteristically laconic  message  to 
Baroness  Wrangel.  His  telegram 
said:  "We  are  fighting  hard,  in  full 
hope." 

The  Baroness,  who  has  spent  many

Detroit  Man  Accuses  Two 
Montrealers  of  Swindling 
Him  to  Extent  of  $15,000— 

■^  Bad  Liquor  Is  Substituted 


MONTREAL.  Nov.  5.— An  Inter- 
eating  sidelight  on  the  whisky  traflle 
with  the  United  States  freitn  Canada, 
developed  yesterday  in  a  ease  whioh 
is  proceeding  here  in  the  court  6% 
sessions,  when  J.  A.  Pesant  and  H. 
Rieci  were  charged  with  obtaining 
$16,000  by  false  pretences  and  with 
having   used   a  false   trademark. 

E.  Davis,  of  Detroit,  said  In  evi- 
dence that  he  had  come  to  Montreal 
last  May  witK  a  view  to  buying 
whisky  for  tlje  States  and  had  here 
met  the  accused. 

He  bought  SOO  oases  of  what  par* 
ported  to  be  Canadian  Club  rye, 
floating  115,000.  This  made  ap  atx 
thousand  bottles,  which,  it  was  ar- 
ranged should  be  shipped  In  bag*  of 
two  dosen  each  and  covered  with 
bags  of  potatoes.  This  carload  of 
potatoes  was  shipped  to  a  prodvoa 
Arm  in  Detroit,  under  Vhoae  repu- 
tation the  ear  went  through  without 
a  hitch.  The  Arm  was  told  that  It 
was  an  ordinary  carload  of  potatoes 
coming  through,  and  they  put  all 
cttBtoms  papers  throuirh,  charging- 
Davis  t5o  brokerage  fees. 

The  ear  was  then  opened  up.  It 
was  discovered  to  contain  bottles 
holding  a  "concoction  of  wood  alco- 
hol, chloroform  and  so  on."  and  their 
contents  were  dumped  into  the  river.

'   531   Members  of  Electoral 
College-^=-Obtaln  Large  Ma- 
jorities in  Senate  and  House 


NEW  YORK.  Nov.  6.— With  the 
■ize  of  President- Elect  Hardina'e 
eieciorai  vot«  virtually  aettled  at  404 
out  of  a  pomible  6S1  and  the  com- 
plexion of  the  new  Senate  set  down 
OS  59  Repubiicana  and  37  Democrala. 
Republican  leaders  today  awaited  t>e- 
lated  returns  from  six  contest,  in 
four  states  to  flz  the  exact  .la.  of 
the  Republican  HouM  majority. 

Exclusive  of  the  undetermined 
seats  in  the  House  the  Republicans 
had  2S8  members  to  117  Democrat, 
and  four  of  other  desianatlon..  a 
pluraJity  of  161 — the  areatest  ever 
h.ld  by  any  party  In  th.  House.  The 
nearest  approach  to  it  was  in  the 
Fifty-Second  Conareai,  when  the 
Democrats  had  a  lead  of  148.  Re- 
publicans appeared  to  be  assured  of 
better  than  an  even  break  on  the 
outstandlna  scats,  which  would  five 
them  a  record  party  marain  in  the 
House.  The  seats  still  In  doubt  were 
the  fourth  Maryland  district,  eiahth 
Minnesota,  fifth  Missouri,  fifteenth, 
twenty-first  and  twenty-third  New 
York. 

A  further  Democrat  upset  ap- 
peared possible  In  the  fourth  Ten- 
nessee district,  where  W.  F.  CIoum, 
Republican,  wa.  reported  to  have 
foraed  sliabtly  ahead  of  Cordell  Hull, 
earlier  reported  elected. 

The  Senate  majority  -  was  settled 
late  last  night  when  belated  returns 
from  the  mountain  reaions  of  Ken- 
tucky, rave  the  Republican  candidate, 
Richard  P^  Brnst.  victory  overHBen- 
ator  Beckham,  Democrat. 

Montana's  four  electoral  votes  fell 
definitely  Into  the  Hardina  column 
when  returns  from  1,227  precincts 
out  of  the  total  1,482  aave  the  Re- 
publican candidate  a  lead  of  44,630. 
With  North  Dakota's  five  electoral 
votes  counted  last  niaht,  when 
Democratic  leaders  admitted  they  had 
given  up  hope  of  carrying  the  state, 
the  addition  of  Montana  brought  the 
Harding  total  up  to  the  404  mark. 

Yesterday's  count  in  Oklahoma  as- 
sured the  nation's  new  women  voters 
one  representative  in  the  LK>wer 
House — Miss  Alice  Robertson,  of 
Muskogee,  a  farmer  and  restaurant 
owner.  Miss  Robertson  was  an  antl- 
sufCragist  prior  to  the  adoption  of 
the  Nineteenth  Amendment,  and 
made  the  congressional  race  "to  see 
If  the  men  meant  It"  when  they 
"thrust  the  vote  on  us."

Ambassador  Holds  That  Britain 
.and  U.S.  Should  Avoid  Po- 
litical   Manipulation — Equal 
Opportunity  Is  Essential

MINNEAPOLIS,  Minn..  Nov|  5. — 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States 
must  avoid  national  trade  competi- 
tion "organised  by  government  and 
supported  by  political  action,"  Sir 
Auckland  Geddes,  British  Ambassador 
to  the  United  States,  declared  today 
in  an  address  at  a  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce luncheon  here. 

If  the  United  States  or  Great 
Britain,  he  said,  were  to  begin  to  or- 
ganise areas  of  exclusive  economic 
advantage  there  "would  inevitably 
come  a  clash  of  interest,  that  would 
at  least  strain  the  friendly  relations 
between  the  two  countries." 

Sir  Auckland  denied  statement,  ap- 
pearing in  United  States  newspapers 
that  United  States  ships  had  been 
placed  at  a  disadvantage  with  British 
ships  by  British  Government  action. 
He  declared,  however,  "not  in  any 
sense  as  a  threat,  however  veiled,  but 
a.  a  matter  of  Interest,"  that  if  the 
British  Empire  should  adopt  a  law 
precisely  similar  to  the  United  States 
law  limiting  coastwise  traffic  to  ships 
flying  only  its  own  flag,  "there  would 
be  some  far-reaching  derangements  in 
the  business  of  non-British  shipping." 
""W'e  are  not  thinking  at  present  of 
aMopting  any  such  law,"  he  added, 
"for .  our  trade  policy  is  based  on 
the  policy  of  'fair  trade  and  equal 
opportunity.'  " 

Speaking  not  only  as  the  Ambas- 
sador of  Great  Britain,  but  as  the 
representative  of  all  the  British  Do- 
minions and  Colonies,  "of  one  quar- 
ter of  the  human  race,"  Sir  Auckland 
said  he  had  no  hesitation  in  asserting 
that  he  misrepresented  no  opinion  of 
Importance  when  he  declared  It  was 
the  wtah  of  all  British  peoples  to  live 
In  peace  and  amity  with  the  United 
States  and  "with  all  the  nations  of 
the  earth." 

"I  sometimes  read  in  your  n.wa- 
papera."  he  said,  "of  thMw  subtle, 
devilish  schemes  which  the  British 
Oovernment  Is  preparing  with  th. 
object  of  preventing  your  trade  ex- 
pansion. I  have  been  a  member  of 
the  British  Cabinet.  I  hav.  been  ;he 
Mir\ister  of  the  Crown  responirible  for 
Government,  and  I  assure  you  formal- 
ly and  without  reservation  that  th. 
trade  policy  and  activities  of  the 
principle  which  underlie.  Brtttirti  trade 
policy  is  exprMMd  in  th.  fiv.  words: 
'Fair  trade  and  equal  opp«rtunlty.' 

"If  we  continue  to  truat  on.  an- 
other, if  we  knew,  as  statM,  w.  trust 
one  another,  not  to  attempt  to  stmil 
marches  each  upon  the  other,  then  I 
beUmre  that  by  the  competition  «f 
our  re^Mctive  traders  w.  will  Md  to 
and  not  subtract  from  th.  nnd.r- 
standing  of  th.  on.  nation  by  th. 
other.

Premier  Oliver  has  now 
tentatively  promised  that  a  portion  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  rereirue  to  be  de- 
rived through  the  new  liquor  legisla- 
tion will  go  to  municipalities  to  re- 
imburse them  for  the  part  they'  must 
take  in  enforcing  the  law.    Th*  Pre- 
mier does  not  seem:  to  bains  rei^li'l'ed^ 
that  the  same  onus  lay  on  municipal- 
ities In  connection  with  the  enforce- 
ikiftnt    of   ProhlbltTon,    anV   that   tBey  t  w>y 
received  no  compensation  because  of 
this  from  the  present  Government.  ' 
It  has  required  prolonged  publicity 
~ahd  untiring  work  on  the  part  of  cer- 
tain of  our.  clticens  to  bring  About  n 
recognition    of    the    legitimate    ettlm 
that  has  been  advanced  on  behalf  of 
municipalities.      Tax   eollectipns  have 
proved    conclusively,    anytime    during 
the  past  six  years,  that  land  cannot 
bear   the   burden   of  financing  muni- 
cipalities.    It  4/r  only  during  the  last 
three    years    that    this    situation    has 
been    emphasized     to     so     great     an 


representatives  view  public  matters 
from  the  standpoint  'of  the  general 
good  of  the  people  as  a  whole.  Bo 
far  as  Independents  are  ooneeraad.  It 
Is  Impossible  to  elaaatfy  them.  Be- 
cause of  contrastlojg  Ylevpointa,  it  Is 
individual,  as  opposed  to  oo-«pera- 
tlve  judgment,,  that  tlMT  «xer«lM. 
This  does  not  mean  that  the  indi- 
vidual judgments  may  not  be  right  in 
a  number  of  cases,  but  it  may  be  only 
right  as  regards  certain  of  the  In- 
dependents while  their  co-Indepen- 
dents in  the  Liogislatttre  may  disagree 
entirely  with  their  attltadc.  It  i«  tha 
right  of  any  man  to  be  independent 
In  thought  and  action  s0  long  aa  he 
does  m>t  Inflict  Injury  or  suffering  on 
his  fellow  men,  but  independence 
can  be  carried  to  the  point  where 
any  idea  of  leadership  goes  by  the 
board,  yet  leadership  is  a  sine  qua 
non  In  the   political  field. 

If  we  do  not  mistake  the  present 
political  sentiment  of  thp  people  of 
British  Columbia,  their  desire  Is  for 
a  Government  such  as  they  can  give- 
a  mandate  to,  with  the  certainty  that 
the  mandate  will  b«  carried  ont  to 
the  letter.  The  forthcoming  liquor 
legislation  occupies  pride  of  place  In 
the  public  mind.  The  people  are  vot- 
ing to  put  a  party  in  pow«r  which 
will  Interpret  their  wishes  as  ex- 
pressed In  the  recent  plebiscite.  The 
general  sentiment  is  In  favor  of  a 
party  whic^  firlll  be  ^rong  enough  to 
carry  out  the  popular  will.  We  do 
not  believe  foi;  a  moment  that  this 
fact  will  be  lost  sight  of  when  the 
people  go  to  the  polls,  and  this  is  an 
element  in  the  political  situation  in 
British  Columbiar  which  does  not 
operate  in  favor  of  independent  ean- 
dldatcs.  who  lack  leadership,  and  en- 
tertain :  divergent  vie^  on  public 
subjects.  Possibly  the  same  handicap 
is  shared  by  candidates  who  represent 
particular 


classes    of   the 


extent  that  public  opinion  has  prac- 
tically become  a  tmlt  on  the  subject. 
The  present  Government  did  not  ap- 
pear to  realise  the  situation  until  an 
appeal  to  the  people  became  neces- 
sary, and  even  now  what  Premier 
Oliver  proposes  to  do  savors  of  a 
deathbed  repentance.  His  promise  In 
this  respect,  even  so  late  In  the  day 
and  nebulous  as  It  la.  stands,  and  so 
dbea  that  of  Mr,  W.  J.  Bowser,  the 
Leader  of  the  Opposition,  who  pro- 
pones that  municipal  finances  should 
be  rehabilitated  by  a  per  capita  grant 
from  the  Provlndli.  The  latter  prb- 
posal  has  in  it  many  appei^Ung  fea- 
tures, principal  among  these  being 
that  it  win  Involve  no  new  tax  col- 
lecting machinery  In  municipalities, 
that  It  will  Insure  ability  to  meet 
future  indebtedness,  that  it  will  mean 
a  reduction  In  th»  heavy  taxes  now 
Imposed  on  Und,  and  that  the  gfnnt 
will  be  dependent  on  population  an8 
will  Increase  as  population  grows.  It 
is  a  concrete  offer  made  by  the  Lead- 
er of  the  Opposition  and  well  worth 
examination.  In  Victoria  thia  question 
of  relief  for  munlcljMil  finances  is  a 
very  definite  issue,  and  we  trust  ^ 
good  deal  of  time  will  be  devoted  to 
the  subject  In  the  course  of  the  cam- 
paign.

munity. Their  chances  are  enhanced, 
or  depreciated,  according  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  population  in  different 
localities.  It  is  admitted  that  the 
entry  of  such  a  large  number  of  can- 
didates into  the  field  complicates  the 
political  situation,  as  it  undoubtedly 
does.

progressive  and  constructive  legisla- 
tion. 


THE  POLmCAIi  FIELD 


Up  to  date  eighteen  candidates  are 
assured  to  contest  the  four  seats  for 
Vlotorla  m  the  Provincial  Legislature. 
.  It  may  be  that  between  now  and 
nomination  day  one  or  two  will  drop 
out,  but  the  probability  is  that  one 
or  two  will  be  added  to  the  list.  Pour 
Conservatives,  four  Xlberals,  two 
Labor,  two  I'epresenutives  of  the  O. 
A.  U.  v.,  four  nominated  by  the  Fed- 
erated Labor  Party,  and  two  Inde- 
pendeots  comprise  the  present  as- 
pirants for  election.  In  this  summary 
we  have  included  the  four  LlberaM, 
although  their  party  convention  has 
net  yet  been  held.  The  two  main 
political  parties  and  the  two  Inde- 
ptndeht  candidates  are  making  their 
appetti  to  the  people  as  a  whole.  The 
representatives  of  the  other  organ- 
isations which  are '  in  the  field  are 
appealing  to  classes  as  is  indicated  by 
th^lr  political  nomenclature.  So  far 
as  t&a  Independents  are  concerned, 
as  a  body,  that  designation  does  not 
cO>nprlse  a  political  unit,  for  the 
viewiipinta  of  those  so  far  tfi  the  fleid 
inj  this  city  a^B  widely  apgtt  If  all 
tiKl  Independents  In  the  Province 
Wfr*  fortunate  enough  to  be  elected 
it  Is  doubtful,  supposing  that  they 
oontrftlted  the  Legislature,  that  they 
ootlM  ^rm  a  Government  which 
would  survive  one  seselon.  There  Is 
ai^  M^ompaUblllty  of  \'lewpolnt  be- 
tween so  many  of  those  who  aeek 
election  under  t^e  cognomen  Inde- 
pendent that  it  IS  Impossible  to  real-' 
Ise  how  they  would  hold  together  If 
I'oted' into  power.

INTERESTING  LECTURE 


Talk  on  the  Jungles  of  Africa 
in  First  Baptist  Church  Last 
Evening  Was  Thoroughly 
Enjoyed 


A  large  audience  In  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  were  afforded  a  great 
treat  last  evening,  when  Dr.  Qabrlel 
R.  Magulre,  F.U.G.S.,  traveller,  ex- 
plorer and  lecturer,  entertained  them 
with  an  interesting  address,  "With 
an  Irishman  Through  the  Jungles  of 
Africa,"  touching  on  his  weird,  and 
sometimes  humorous,  experiences 
with  the  Malombi  tribe  in  that 
country.     * 

In    introducing    the    speaker,     the 
chairman.   Rev.   P.  C.  Parker,    men- 
tioned that  he  was  a  man  of  a  de- 
nominational,   and    not    a    parochial, 
outlook,    and    Dr.    Magulre    certainly 
lived  up  to  that  reputation,    as  he  Is 
a  most  fluent  speaker,    with  an   Irish- 
man's ready  wit  and  humor.  He  took 
his   hearers  with   him  up  the  Congo 
River,    and      illustrated      his      many 
varied   experiences  with  songs,     tro- 
phies and  the  languages  of  the  dif- 
ferent   tribes.      He    has   the    distinc- 
tion of  being  the  first  white  man  to 
ascend    the   Congo,  In   Africa,      after 
Stanley,    the   explorer,     came     down 
that  stream.     He  Is  the  only    living 
white  man  who  has  crossed  Malombi 
in  both  directions,     anJ     the  second 
white    man   to  visit   the   Pigmies. 
'        Money  Has  No  Value 
Mr.  Magulre  bears  up^n  his  fingers 
H   number  of  scars  made  by     trans- 
fusion of  blood  with  the  najtlve  chiefs. 
He  said  that  money  is  of  no  value  In 
that  part  of  Africa.     If  a  native     Is 
given  anloUar  bill  he  promptly  lights 
his  pipe  with  It,  and  he  will  make  a 
hole  through  a  piece  of  silver     and 
string  it  around  hie     neck.       Ther# 
are   no  roade.   only  trails,  and  trav- 
ellers carry  their  food  for  one  moon 
In     leather     appliances     upon     their 
heads.     A  whiter  man  must  remain  in 
the  centre  of  any  caravan,  as     It    la 
dangerous  for   him   to  venture     out- 
side,  and  the     lecturer     emphasised 
this  fact  by  telling  of  an  experience 
he   knew   of   when  a  traveller     ven- 
tured alongside  a  caravan    and    was 
torn  to  pieces  by  wild  beagts.

Sir, — In  taking  my  stand  for  agrt- 
eul.ture  'before  the  pdrty  It  must  not 
be  forgotten  that  I,  aa  secretary  of 
the  Adviaory  Board  of  Farmers'  Insti- 
tutes for  British  Colun^^»teL«  •  have  a 
duty  to  the  other  eight  members  of 
the  Advisory  Board  and  thousands  of 
members  In  seeing  that  the  work  we 
have  spent  six  months'  labor  on  is 
not  lost  to  this  Province.  The  fol- 
lowing Is  the  policy  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the-  Advisory  Board  so 
tiiat  It  can  bo  brought  before  the 
many  Institute  meml>era  of  Brltiah 
Columbia.  * 

It  can  very  safely  be  said  "British 
Columbia's  greatest  need  is  colonisa- 
tion." Its  vast  areas  of  almost  un- 
trodden lands  situated  within  climatic 
conditions  suitable  for  the  production 
of  every  kind  of  food  siuff  eminently 
fit  for  the  habitation  of  man  and 
beast,  proved  long  ago  of  great  value 
for  agricultural  purposes,  gnd  most 
-of  it  within  reasonable  reach  of  civil- 
ization. The  hundreds ,  of  thousands 
of  acres  bought  op  In  Central  British 
Columbia  by  speculators  and  held  for 
many  years  without  development'  of 
any  account  should  have  proven 
enough  evidence  for  any  government 
to  Investigate,  but  so  vast  is  British 
Columbia  and  so  rich  in  other  natural 
resources  that  our  few  people  had  no 
thought  at  that  time  for  the  future. 
But  the  world's  greatest  need  Is  pro- 
duction, and  land  alone  can  supply 
this  need.  For  truly  is  agriculture 
the  basic  Industry  and  a  first  prin- 
ciple. 

The  neglect  of  agriculture,  both  by 
Provincial  and  Dominion  Govern- 
metits  In  British  Columbia,  seemed  to 
hav^  been  caused  by,  first,  indiffer- 
ence to  Its  value  (and  Its  returns  are 
slow  for  such  fast  times),  second, 
Ignorance  of  not  only  the  area,  but  of 
productivity  of  our  soils.  The  actual 
production  or  cultivation  does  not 
lend  Itself  to  specuhttlon  for  q^ujck 
returns,  but  rather  the  estabiishment 
of  homes-  which  mean  permanence. 
The  investment  of  money  in  British 
Columbia  was  contingent  on  very 
early  returns  and  of  a  more  sensa- 
tional nature.  Notwithstanding  the 
vast  areas  vacant,  the  small  popu- 
lation, and  excellent  returns  for  in- 
telligent and  patient  cultivation,  only 
one  in  nine  of  the  population  of  our 
Province  follow  agricultural  pursuits. 
Millions  of  dollars  still  leave  the 
country  paid  out  in  return  for  food- 
stuffs, as  but  enough  is  produced  to 
la.ot  us  barely  eight  months  of  the 
year.  Prom  results  and  conditions 
we  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
British  Columbia  has  attracted  the 
speculators  more  than  home  seekers, 
and  therefore  speculative  opportuni- 
ties must  have  been  offered  more 
attractively  by  Governments,  which 
possibly  is  true. 

One  Thing  Lacking 

When  it  is  remembered  also  that 
until  two  years  ago  there  was  no 
portfolio  of  agriculture  In  our  Gov- 
ernment, It  will  readily  be  believed 
the  people  as  a  whole  did  not  take 
heed  seriously  to  the  agricultural 
prospects  in  British  Columbia.  Con- 
sequently it  is  not  surprising  that  to- 
day there  is  an  absence  of  agricultur- 
al policy,  but  yet  it  is  widely  known 
that  where  governments  have  studied 
this  great  first  principle  and  have  in 
jnOre  than  one  country  turned  as  a 
last  hope  for  the  repairing  of  its 
finances,  it  has  not  been  in  vain.  A 
brief  Rlance  through  the  Royal  Com- 
mission on  Agriculture  report  will 
bear  eloquent  testimony  to  the  re- 
turns secured  through  the  investment- 
of  government  moneys  In  the  indus- 
try, and  the  Advisory  Board,  with 
their  knowledge  of  actual  true  con- 
ditions, have  full  faith  that  British 
Columbia  can  do  the  same  for  this 
country.  It  lacks,  however,  men  in 
the  right  place  tocfJifKsuch  a  policy 
into  effect.  That  .iitate  must  now 
change, as  education  and  demonstra- 
tion have  proved  to  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  that  agriculture  is 
Worth  not  only  serious  attention,  but 
fs  British  Columbia's  most  valuable 
prospect   and   investment. 

The  effect  on  industrial  prosperity 
of  a  proper  appreciation  of  the  place 
agriculture  should  occupy  in  a  gov- 
ernment policy  was  so  amply  demon- 
strated in  the  free  homestead  policy 
of  the  Laurier  Government  that  we 
are  now  finding  it  easy  to  secure  con- 
%'ertfl  to  believe  a  similar  wise  policy 
will  give  the  same  results  for  British 
Columbia  industries.  Only  in  British 
Cdlunibia  the  Industries  have  cnme 
first  Instead  of  agriculture,  the  great 
mistake  of  all  governments,  here  so 
far.  I 

We  are  convinced  no  administra- 
tion In  the  future  can  claim  the  con- 
fidence of  the  people  which  does  not 
base  its  policy  on  an  adequate  devel- 
opment, of  its  agricultural  resources. 
For  it  must  herje  be  pointed  out  that 
whilst  the  members  of  the  Xegisla- 
ture  have,  some  of  them,  a  little 
ngrlrultural  Interest,  the  faet  Is  on 
record  that,  although  all  the  resolu- 
tions presented  by  the  agricultural 
<*ommlttee  were  adopted,  by  the 
whole  House  unanimously,  no  action 
followed,  nnd  no  provision  was  made 
for  carryinjr  out  recommendations. 
The  indifference  shown  to  this  great 
industry  can  only  be  explained  by  one 
thing,  and  that  is  sheer  indifference 
of  Its  members. 

Board's  Action  Justiflcd 
-  Daring  the  past  two  years  a  board 
known  as  the  Advisory  Board  to 
Farmers'  Institutes,  representing  170 
organizations  duly  incorporated,  iwith 
a  total  paid-up  membership  of  0.000, 
and  each  possessing  a  separate  char- 
ter with  special  powers  operating  in 
every  district  In  the  Province,  and 
which  is  divided  into  nine  districts 
which  hold  an  annual  meeting  of  its 
institute  and  there  elects  one  mera- 
t>ar  of  the  board,  has  been  given 
many  opportunities  to  study  the  prob- 
lems facing  settlers  in  every  part  of 
British  Columbia.  Its  membership  is 
drawn  from  every  society  and  it  is 
many  times  stronger  than  all  othara 
put  together. 

The  present  Advisory  Board  of  nine 
held  its  first  sitting  at  Victoria  in 
Novemt>er.  lOlX,  the  second  at  ^e- 
toria.  February,  Iflt,  third  at 
Smlthera  and  Central  British  Colvm- 
bia  pointy  in  June.  \%\%,  fourth  at 
VlMarla.  February.  lfSa»  and  fifth 
at  Kalowna  and  Okanagan  pelnla. 
Jana,  If  CO.  Thus  all  its  memliers 
hare  the  opportunity  of  vlaiting  all 
parts  of  the  Province  and  obtaining 
good  knowledge  of  Its  saqairsnients. 
It  may  wall  be  said  Jiers  that 
annual  conventions .  of  Institutes  had 
to  be  abolished  through  lack  of  go<Al 
raaulta  and  expanse,  though  they 
Were  sensational  enough  and  possibly 
satisfactory  to  many  Who  wanted  • 
hoNday  at  the  Oevwmmem's  .AXpans*.

These  originate  through  \Km  one  hun- 
dred and  seventy  individual  organi- 
zations, and  then  the  passing  of  the 
same  through  the  nine  district  con- 
ventions and  so  on  to  the  Board.  It 
will  be  evident  that  no  nine  men  of 
average  intelligence  could  fall,  having 
this  experience  for  such  a  terra,  to 
gain  extensive  and  valuable  experi- 
ence and  knowledge  and  to  form 
opinions  on  the  Province's  re<iaire- 
ments.  Indeed,  as  the  records  show, 
the  merat>ers  of  the  Board  have  se- 
cured a  true  grasp  of  affairs,  and 
have  striven  patiently  and  earnestly 
to  secure  the  reforms  and  changes 
they  find  absolutely  essential  and  to 
made  demands  they  find  the  mini- 
mum. At  their  second  sitti^^g  the 
Board  had  to  make  it  plain  to  the 
Government  that  the  farmers  were 
no  longer  satisfied  with  the  usual 
courteous  replies  to  recommendations, 
but  the  time  had  come  when  action 
must  follow,  as  the  Board  declined 
most  emphatically  to  advise  unless 
there  were  results. 

Need  of  Loans 
It  has  been  shown  throughout  all 
our  work  that  financial  obftacles  have 
been  first  advanced  as  the  reason  for 
non-acceptance  and  non-carrying  out 
of  most,  advantageous  plans.  The 
Board  recommends  that  a  sum  of 
110,000.000  be  raised  for  special  pur- 
poses of  agricultural  industries,  to  be 
used  uarticuiarly  for  encouraging 
and  bringing  about  greater  produc- 
i.^...  una  settlement  in  all  parts;  in 
particular  for  initiating  an  adequate 
land-clearing  policy  which  would  In- 
clude a  providing  of  powder  at  much 
lower  rates  tlian  at  present  supplied; 
for  stock  raising,  particularly  in  the 
encouraging  of  sheep;  the  establish- 
ment of  creameries,  of  medical  health 
centres:  for  development  of  poultry 
and  fruits,  improved  marketing  facil- 
ities through  commissioners;  the  es- 
tablishment of  district  -agriculturist 
system  which  would  bring  about  the 
reorRanizatlon  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture,  with  adequate'  staff  and 
adequate  salaries  to  its  members; 
encouragement  for  the  development 
of  fertiliser  deposits  and  supplying 
to  settlers  of  powder  at  cost  (until 
the  cost  is  ascertained,   the  supplying 

at  a  flat  rate  of  13  per  caael, —- 

Irrigation  Projects 
To  be  encouraRcd,  but  careful  ex- 
amination to  be  given  before  definite 
action  is  taken.  Survey  of  all  lands 
to  be  undertaken  and  information  as 
to  what  is  available  for  .settlement 
and  assistance  in  locating  to  be  iriven 
to  land  seekers;  information  to  be 
filed  at  suitable  points  and  not  cen- 
tralized as  at  present;  proper  protec- 
tion of  records  at  all  points  used  for 
the  keeping  of  documents;  immedi- 
ate establishment  of  district  agricul- 
tural policy  whereby  much  loss  can 
be  proved  owing  to  the  Ignorance  of 
settlers,  and  also  through  this  means 
organized  attempts  can  be  made  to 
control    noxious    weeds. 

Rstabllshment  Of  Medical  .Health 
Centres  With.  Trained  Nurses,  etc. — 
Further  assistance  to  Provincial 
Health  work,  particularly  Increasing 
of  grants  to  medical  practitioners  in 
rural   parts. 

Provincial  Telephone  8.vstera. — The 
gradual  establishment  of,  and  in  the 
meantime  co-operation  with  the 
Dominion  In  linking  up  the  outer 
parts. 

Mail  Service  and  Telegraph  Sys- 
tem.— Improvement  urged. 

Provincial  Plre  Insurance  Act. — 
For  benefit  of  not  only  rural  but  city 
dwellers. 

Hospitals. — More  assistance  nnd  ex- 
amination of  present  methods  and 
system    of   operation. 

Cold  Storage  Plants. — Encourage- 
ment of  establishment  and  examina- 
tion of  whole  question  for  future  de- 
velopment. 

Roads. — Improvement  of  all  main 
arteries  and  Unking  up  with  the  na- 
tional highway.  Also  amendment  of 
by-roads  width. 

Social  Conditions. — Originating  and 
examination  of  methods  now  intro- 
duced in  other  provinces  and  the 
adopting  of  same  here  If  found  suit- 
able.

catlng  "class  legislation."  It  will 
be  said  that  they  are  demanding 
"doles"  for  farmers  at  the  expense 
of  other  classes  in  the  community. 
Such  an  argument  reveals  a  narrow 
and  Ignorant  point  of  vl^  and  re- 
flects upon  the  motives  of  those  who 
use  it.  The  Board  Is  not  demanding 
that  the  country  be  run  In  the  In- 
terests of  the  farmers,  but  that  the 
agricultural  posslbilitiea  of  British 
Columbia  shall  be  developed  in  the 
interests  of  all  the  people  of  the 
Province.  In  putting  forward  Its 
problems,  the  Board  has  solely  in 
view  the  solving  of  the  problem — 
given  the  resources  of  B.C.  and  the 
calibre  of  the  people  how  best  to 
develop  the  former  in  the  best  in- 
tercau  of  the  lattor.  Valuable  strides 
have  been  made  \n  the  past,  but 
present  needs  demand  far  quicker 
action. 

The  growing  readiness  of  all  par- 
ties to  give  consideration  to  tha 
needs  of  agriculture  Inspires  us  to 
hope  for  a  gratifying  reaponse.  par- 
ticularly as  wa  have  received  most 
willing  attention  from  mem1>ers  of 
the  legislature.

MODERN  ROADS 


Macadam  roads  are  now  generally 
condemned  as  unsatisfactory  for  mod. 
em  traffle.  They  were  censtrueted  ti^. 
meet  conditions  that  are  pacing  away, 
and  met  public  requirements 4ar  man/ 
years.  Macadam's  principle  was  sound, 
and  the  use  of  his  materials  Judicious, 
but  he  was  not  callsd  upon  to  pro- 
vide for  the  advent  of  rapidly  moving 
heavy  vehicles,  and  consequently  no 
adequate  protection  was  provided 
against  the  eseossive  wear  to  which 
reads  are  now  subjected.  Moreovor, 
bis  plan  of  construction  has  not  been 
rigidly  followed,  and  some  of  tlm 
evils  that  have  followed  arlso  from 
the  neglect  of  his  methods.  He 
claimed  that  the  rough  angular 
broken  granite  should  be  allowed  to 
knit  and  weld  Itself  together  into  a 
compact  mass,  under  the  action  of  the 
traffic,  using  as  little  water  or  binding 
material  as  possible.  The  demand  for 
a  quickly-made  ro4Ul,  with  a  compara- 
tively smooth  snrfaee.  has  led  to  the 
free  use  of  the  heavy  roller,  while 
the  hoee  pipe  plays  over  the  surface  of 
Iqamy  matorlal  or  blading  agent 
spread  broadcSst  over  the  surface,  to 
promots  consolidation.  One  conse* 
Quence  of  tMf  treatment  is,  that  in 
dry  weather  the  rood  is  Intolerable 
from  dost,  and  in  wet  weather  im. 
paesa,ble  from  mud.  The  term  "water, 
bound"  rood  la  far  prsforahlo^  to  ma- 
cadam, for  In  modem  construction 
roads  of  this  chamoter.  It  Is  only  when 
mods/ate  moisture  has  been  pre* 
eipitatcd,  that  a  fairly  good  aurfaoe 
can  be  maintmlaed.  The  author's 
remarks  on  the  eflTeet  of  weather  on 
read  surfaces  are  very  good,  and 
may  he  taken  as  evidence  that  this 
variable  is  receiving  adequate  con- 
sideration. Further  proof  is  afforded 
by  the  prominence  given  to  this  mat- 
ter in  the  resolutions  adopted  Py  the 
Xntematlonid  Road  Congress,  where 
^t  ia  asserted  "that  weather  conditions 
are  amongst  the  most  powerful  in- 
Suonces  whieh  cause  deurioratien  of 
roads,  and  that  the  dootruetlye  effeets

It  is  impossible  to 
comment  upon  the  scheme  except  In 
a  general  way,  but  the  principle  of 
the  proposition  appeals  to  me." 

Aid.  W.  J.  Sargent,  chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  was  not  dis- 
posed to  comment  on  the  plan  until 
it  has  been  aubmltted  in  more  defi- 
nite form.  Failing  other  means  of 
financial  assistance,  Aid.  Sargent  sug- 
gests that  the  Provincial  authorities 
undertake  fiscal  control  of  the  hos- 
pitals and  schools,  meeting  the  costs 
of  these  Institutions  with  Provincial 
revenue  and  In  turn  accepting  their 
Income.  If  Aid.  Sargent's  proposal 
were  adopted,  the  municipalities

Preparations  for  a  conference  or 
series  of  conferences  between  repre- 
sentativevs  of  the  municipalities  and 
of  the  various  political  parties  seek- 
ing support  at  the  approaching  Pro- 
vincial election  are  going  fora'ard. 
The  Victoria  Council,  which  took  the 
initiative  in  proposing  these  confer- 
ences with  a  view  to  ascertaining 
what  the  different  parties  proposed 
and  promised  respecting  aid  to  muni- 
cipalities, Is  waiting  to  learn  the  atti- 
tude of  other  councils,  and  gradually 
the  news  is  drifting  in.  There  have 
been  five  replies  to  the  Council's 
"feeler"  so  far,  and  the  only  opposi- 
tion registered  comes  from  Oak  Bay. 
Other  municipalities  have  either  In- 
structed their  mayors  or  reeves  to 
act  or  are  naming  a  Special  com- 
mittee to  co-operate  with  the  Vic- 
toria Council.  Vancouver  hasn't  sent 
in  a  reply  yet. 

Mayor  Porter  yesterday  mentioned 
the  action  of  Mayor  R.  H.  Gale,  of 
Vancouver,  in  bringing  to  that  city 
a  municipal  taxation  expert  from 
Toronto  to  invetsigate  local  conditions 
and  draw  up  a  set  <«f  recommenda- 
tions. Mayor  Porter  said  he  did  not 
consider  that  it  was  necessary  or  ad- 
visable to  call  in  an  outsider  to  study 
and  report  upon  mulcipal  financial 
problems  in  Victoria.  He  feels  cdh- 
fident  that  If  the  people  directly  In- 
terested, that  Is  to  say,  the  people 
of  Victoria,  get  down  to  business  and 
work  together  they  will  devise  a 
plan  that  will  pull  the  city  out  of 
difficulty  and   makes  the   future   safe. 

As  soon  as  certain  information  on 
Victoria's  financial  situation  Is  col- 
lected, the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  will 
hold  a  special  session  to  consider 
their  future  policy.  Aid.  Sargent  has 
suggested  that  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee go  Into  the  details  of  the  situation 
and  report  to  the  Council  the  action 
favored.  Mayor  Porter  said  yester- 
day that  he  would  prefer  to  have 
the  matter  discussed  at  an  open 
meeting  of  the  City  Council.

In  ftnlnff  A.  B.  Turner  In  the  sum 
of  $300  in  the  City  Police  Court  yes- 
terday on  a  conviction  of  keeping 
liquor  lor  sale  In  the  Tourist  Bar, 
Maci^nUe  Jay  commented  strongly 
on  wliat  he  characterized  as  the 
growing  practice  on  the  part  of  conr 
victed  licensees  of  liquor  bars  of 
making  a  fake  transfer  of  their  li- 
cence In  order  to  avoid  the  prison 
penalty  attaching  to  a  second  con- 
vletlon  under  the  Prohlbltltn  Aet  of 
selling  unlawful  liquor.  This  com- 
ment arose  out  of  the  statement 
made  in  court  that  a  previous  con- 
viction on  this  charge  had  been  re- 
corded against  a  brother  of  the  a«- 
cased.  and  that  the  licence  of  the 
bar  had  been  subsequently  transfer- 
red to  the  latter. 

The  defendant  pleaded  not  guilty, 
and  was  represented  in  court  by  Mr. 
H.  C.  Lowe.  The  evidence  adduced 
by  the.  prosecution  revealed  the  story 
of  the  very  strenuous  proceedings 
that  had  followed  a  police  raid  on 
the  Tourist  Bar  on  the  evening  of 
October  23   last. 

Jailer  Thomas  Hall,  of  the  City 
Police  Force,  testified  that  on  the 
evening  in  question  he  had  visited 
the  bar.  He  was  dressed  in  plain 
clothes.  He  asked  for  a  glass  of  rye 
whisky,  and  received  the  same  from 
Robert  Turner,  brother  of  the  ac- 
cused. He  paid  25  cente  for  the 
drink.  The  wiilsky  glass  ws«  msde 
a  court  exhibit,  and  It  proved  to  be 
an      exceedingly     diminutive     vessel.

On  re- 
ceiving it,  witn«$ss  informed  the  bar- 
tender 4hat  he'  was  :«  police  officer 
and  had  shown  his^liadge.  Witness 
had  then  waliied  out  of  the  bar, 
and  had  called  to  .  Police -Sergeant 
ClackstocJ(.   who   «%|i 'Mi^  W»i^ng. 

Robert  Turnier  '1»ad'  followed  .wit- 
ness into  the  street,  the  latter  testi- 
fied, and  a  tussle  had  t^en  ensued 
bntw^en  the  former  and  Sergeant 
'^lackstock,  on  accoun£  ,of  Turner's 
effort  to  dash  the .  Uqifid  evidence 
from  the  Jailer's  hynd,  A  part  of 
the  liquor  was"  sjptU.  An  adjourn- 
ment to  thfi  bar  again  had  been  the 
signal  for  another  scrimmage,  con- 
sequent upon  Turner's  renewed  ef- 
fort to  destroy  the  evidence,  and  on 
that  of  Sergeant  Blackstook  to  se- 
cure hnore  evMence  by  capturing  the 
whisky  Jpg.

'XLASS  EGOISM"  ; 

MAY  RUIN  GERMANY 


A  German  Jurist.  Judge'  Kulenmn. 
who  for  10  years  was  associated  with 
union  labor  as  legal"  adviser,  charges 
that  iierman  labor  has  been  demor- 
alised by  post-revolution  conditions, 
and  that  it  is  now  attempting  in  its 
"class,  egoism"  to  set  up  an  oligarchy 
under  which  existence  for  the  non- 
laboring  classes  would  be  intolerable. 
The  description  "free  workman,"  he 
declares,  has  come  to  mean  a  man 
who  has  no  respect  for  law  or  order, 
bot"wl>o.  In  fact,  believes  he  Is  a  law 
unto  himself,  owing  allegiance  neither 
to  the  state  nor  to  his  own  organisa- 
tion. 

Lal>or  leaders  particularly  are 
charged  by  Judge  Kuleman  in  an 
article  in  The  Jurists'  Gasette  with 
failure  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
keeping  faHh.  and  the  Jurist  asserts 
that  agreements  between  capital  and 
labor  no  longer  have  any  binding 
influence  on  labor.  He  believes  "the 
tendency  to  make  sudden  demands 
which  employers  appear  Incapable  of 
granting  Is  doplorahle"  and  reacts  to 
the  great  detriment  of  labor. 

"As  soon  aa  the  workman  la  dla- 
aatlsMad  ahaat  anything  ha  BMkoa  tha 
tht«at  of  a  goaeral  strilia,"  the  writer 
coatlaasa.'  "Conalderatton  of  the 
question  whether  the  differences 
eoald  be  arbftratod  or  whether  tha 
•nsployar  la  to  hiama  la  blttatly  de- 
clhied." 

He  believes  tho  workmen  haa  so 
mloosed  new-fennd  authority  and 
peaaibllitlew  that  on  the  whole  he  la 
worse  off  than  he  was  before  the 
rerolutlon.  Ho  siijiasis  that  the 
sitastlon  MMy  eventually  develop 
anarchical  coMlttens  under  whldl 
Ufa  wo«l4  MC  ha  tolarahla^

PoUtloal  Methods 

Sir, — Three  years  ago  ^on^^ctive 
Liberal  and  ea-offlcer  of  the  Liberal 
Association  In  Vancouver,  said  to  me: 
"It  is  true  the  Liberal  Party  Is  In 
power,  but  those  who  form  the 
Government  are  Its  worst  element." 
I  thought  the  remark  Indicated  dis- 
sension among  the  party,  but  said 
nothing. 

Just  before  the  last  general  eleetlon, 
one  of  the  planks  adopted  by  the 
Liberal  Party  was  the  meting  out  of 
"the  commonest  Justice  to  the  Indians 
of  British  Columbia."  Taking  for 
granted  that  tho  spirit  which  prompt* 
ed  this  utterance  was  also  intended 
to  extend  to  the  white  man.  It  f- 
v«als  a  lofty  and  generous  senti- 
ment. It  sounds  fine  in  the  abstract, 
does  it  not? 

And  now  let  me  give  an  Instance 
of  iu  application  in  the  concrete: 

I  was  the  first  appointee  (^Itl)  to 
the  position  of  Ofllcial  Stenographer 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Co- 
lumbia, and  hod  held  that  office  for 
over  twenty-nine  years,  when.  In 
August,  1917,  I  was  suddenly  notified 
of  my  dismissal  upon  the  ground  of 
"reorganisation,"  said  dismissal  to 
take  immediate  effect.  ^he  com- 
munication, which  was  from  the  Act- 
ing Inspector  of  Legal  Offlcea,  further 
stated  that  tho  Attorney-General  I 
(Hen.  Mr.  Farrls)  realised  the  sum- 
mary nature  of  my  dismissal,  and 
wpuld  be  glad  to  consider  any  sugges- 
tion I  m/ght  make  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  my  length  of  service  should 
be  recognised. 

During  an  interview  with  the  Acting 
Inspector  of  Legal  Offices  which  fol- 
lowed, I  called  his  attention  (apart 
from  the  loss  of  my  position)  to  the 
direct  losses  which  would  fall  upon 
ma  by  the  suddenness  of  my  dis- 
charge, such  as  the  scrapping  of  a 
large  and  special  office  '  equipment, 
and  the  necessity  of  my  giving  a 
month's  notice  to  my  bookkeeper, 
though  I  had  not  received  .any  myself. 
This  moved  him  to  say  that  It  was 
those    sort    of    things    that    I    should 


f  v;

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include  In  my  representations  to  the 
Department,  and  he  added  that  I  had 
better  not  mention  anything  about 
not  reoelTing  a  month's  notice  my- 
self, as  it  might  be  taken  as  a  waiver 
of  any  other  claim  I  might  make. 

I  then  wrote  to  the  Attorney-Gen- 
eral (Hon.  Mr.  Farrls)  reminding  him 
that  Ihad  always  efficiently  conducted 
my  office  and  maintained  an  effective 
reporting  service;  that  no  reason 
whatever  hod  been  given  me  for  my 
dismissal,  and  it  iaotion  had  been 
taken  upon  any  complaints  made 
against  me,  I  had  never  been  made 
acquainted  with  such,  and  no  oppor- 
tunity whatever  had ,  been  given  mo 
to  defend  myself.  *I  also  madS  a 
request  along  the  lines  of  recognition 
of  my  long  service. 

After  several  letters  further  urging 
my  claim,  I  received  a  letter  from 
Mr.  Parris,  written  December  10_1917. 
stating  he  hoped  to  give  me  a  dieflnite 
reply  on  the  matter  within  the  next 
few  days.  At  various  Intervals  I 
pressed  for  a  deelslen.  but  only  re- 
ceived one  or  two  "stalling"  com- 
munications. 

Eighteen  months  later,  when  ques- 
tioned In  the  Legislature,  after  adding 
Insult  to  Injury,  he  stated  that  the 
matter  %ras  "under  consideration." 
And  to  this  day  (oyer  three  years 
iilnee  my  dlamiasal)  he  has  never 
given  me  any  further  reply.  AH  my 
communications  hare  been  ignored — 
a  cowardly  method  of  evading  a 
manifest  responsibility.  A  letter  to 
Premier  Oliver  Only  evoked  a  callous 
and  illogical  rsply.  which  ended  by 
stating  that  he  absolutely  declined  to 
Interfere.  And  thus  it  stands  to  this 
day. 

Bat,  remember,  electors,  what  they 
will  do  to  one  they  will  do  to  all. 
Tyrants  orer  the  weak,  trucklers  to 
the  strong   (vide  the  occasion   when 


a  deputation  of  returned  soldlera 
came  down  from  Vancouver  and  com- 
pelled the  Government  to  "eat  crew" 
at  the  eleventh  hour),  sponsors  for  all. 
sorts  of  freak  legislation,  one  cannot 
believe  that  this  "worst  element"  Is 
really  representative  of  the  majority 
of  the  lectorate  of  this  Province. 

Bear  In  mind  the  above  tacts  when 
you  go  the  polls.

Saanich  Irrication 

Before  Mr.  Pauline  commenced  his 
address,  Mr.  Strachan.  of  Gordon 
Head,  asked  him  to  state  whether  he 
would  favor  an  irrigation  system  for 
Saanich  provided  that  it  is  done  with 
the  aid  of  Gavernment  money.  Mr. 
PauUne  stated  that  the  question  had 
occupied  his  attention  for  some  time. 
There  was  no  doubt  that  great  benefit 
would  come  from  a  proper  system  of 
Irrigation  on  the  Peninsula,  but  the 
solution  for  this  problem  had  not  yet 
been  arrived  at.  If  the  matter  of 
irrikation  became  a  live  issue  he 
would  support  a  move  for  Govern- 
ment assistance. 

Mr.  Pauline  pointed  out  that  the 
ex-soldlers  were  claiming  the  credit 
for  the  establishment  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Industries.  While  he  would 
admit  that  they  had  done  much  in 
connection  with  this  move.  Mr. 
Pauline  said  that  as  far  back  as  1917 
h^  had  written  the  late  Premier 
Brewster,  pointing  out  the  need  of 
such  a  department. 

Mr.  Pauline  referred  to  Mr.  J.  J. 
Shallcross'  remarks  at  the  recent 
Saanich  Conservative  convention, 
when  that  gentleman  stated  that  both 
Mr.  Bowser  and  the  Saanich  nominee, 
Mr.  M.  P.  Gordon,  stood  for  readjust- 
ment of  taxation  to  save  the  munici- 
palities of  British  Columbia  from 
bankruptcy.  Mr.  Pauline  claimed  that 
If  Mr.  Shalleross  was  referring  to  Oak 
Boy  or  Saanich  as  likely  to  go  bank- 
rupt, then  he  was  conveying  an  im- 
pression entirely  erroneous.  "When 
our  opponents  talk  of  bankruptcy  It 
is  a  strange  thing  that  they  should 
commence  in  a  municipality  which 
does  not  dream  of  such  a  thing,"  re- 
marked the  speaker.  Mr.vShallcrora 
was  evidently  referring  to  the  larger 
cities,  he  added.  While  Victoria  did 
Incur  heavy  obligations,  under  careful 
guidance  of  the  Council  it  would  be 
on  a  good  footing  again  in  a  couple 
of  years.  There  was  no  danger  of 
bankruptcy  either  with  Victoria  or 
Vancouver.  He  explained  the  situa- 
tion of  South  Vancouver,  where  the 
Government  put  in  a  receiver. 

"There  must  be  a  political  motive 
in  raising  the  point  of  aid  for  muni- 
cipalities." declared  Mr.  Pauline.  "It 
is  their  intention  to  make  It  appttar 
that  the  Oliver  Government  refused 
to  aid  municipalities  who  needed  as- 
sistance." ' 

P.  O.  A  E.  Harden 

Mr.  Pauline  pointed  to  the  burden 
of  the  P.O.E.  left  by  the  past  Gov- 
ernment. Some  day,  he  ttW>ught.  the 
Province  may  be  able  to  shkke  off  the 
burden,  the  Dominion  Government 
taking  it  over.  «r  "that  great  com- 
pany, the  C.P.R.,"  buying  it. 

Dealing  with  the  liquor  question, 
the  Liberal  nominee  said,  "The  liquor 
question  '  has  been  emphatically  set- 
tled by  the  people  of  Brltlish  Colum- 
bia. It  is  iQiposHible  at  the  present 
time  to  say  what  Government  Control 
means.  Steps  are  being  taken  )  to 
frame  an  act  which  will  not  "tonly 
satisfy  the  Moderate  Leaguers,  but 
also  be  fairly  satisfactory  to  the  Pro- 
hibitionists."    He  did  not  think  that 


the  vote  of  the  people  meant  a  re- 
quest for  the  bars  and  open  sale 
again.  "Premier  Oliver  takes  the 
ground,  and  I  think  rightly,  that  it 
is  the  business  of  the  pext  Legisla- 
ture to  say  what  kind  of  an  act  the 
Government  Control  bill  will  be. 
That's  one  reason  why  we  have  an 
election  at  this  time.  Tou  have  said 
you  want  Government  Control.  Oa 
December  1  you  mast  say  what  kind 
of  a  government  you  want  to  put 
Government  Control  into  force  for 
you." 

Iron  and  B4e«l  Indastry 

The  matter  of  tho  establishment  of 
an  iron  and  steel  Industry  in  this 
Province  has  been  a  hobby  of  Mr. 
Pauline  for  years,  and  he  pointed  out 
that  the  sceptics  were  being  won  over 
to  realise  the  paeslbiUties.  He  had 
carried  the  message  into  the  Legisla- 
ture. "Bit  by  bit,"  he  said.  "I  have 
aroused  a  great  deal  of  interest,  not 
only  here  but  in  Eastern  Canada,  the 
States  and  the  Old  Country,  until  to- 
day there  afe  many  people  contriving 
to  bring  about  this  new  Industry."  The 
difficulties  had  been  mostly  overcome. 
"The  iron  produced  from  the  British 
Columbia  ore  woul^  be  equaNto  If 
not  superior  to  the  best  Norwegian 
and  Swedish  iron."  declared  Mr. 
Pauline.  "The  ascertained  tonnage  of 
accessible  magnetite  in  British  Col- 
umbia if  turned  into  pig  iron  and  sold 
would  pay  off  the  national  debt  of 
Canada." 

Mr.  Pauline  stated  that  if  re-elected 
he  would  carry  on  hln  present  propa- 
ganda. "So  great  a  thing  cannot  be 
left  any  longer,  and  If  necessary  to 
force  the  Industry  into  existence  the 
Liberal  Government  stands  pledged  to 
build  the  first  unit  of  an  iron  and 
steel  industry  in  British  Columbia. 
Once  wo  have  blazed  the  trail  there 
will  be  many  people  anxious  to 
foUow." 


BABINE  MINES  ARE 
PROMISING  PROPERIS 


History  of  Claims.  Which 
Development  May  Prove 
Aqiong  Richest  In  Province 
—Work  Goes  Steadily  On

English  is  being  Introduced 
throughout  the  schools  of  Serbia.  It 
is  now  made  a  compulsory  subject 
In  the  normal  schools.  The  first 
courses  in  English,  which  were  in- 
augurated in  Belgrade  a  year  ago, 
under  an  American  teacher.  Dr. 
James  Wild,  of  Chicago,  have  yielded 
such  excellent  results  that  the  Govern- 
ment has  decided  to  make  the  langu- 
lage  a  jiart  of  the  cirlcula  of  all 
schools. 

Heretofore  the  dominating  lan- 
guage of  Serbians,  apart  from  their 
native  tongue,  has  been  German.  The 
Germans  were  quick  to  see  the  advan- 
tages of  introducing  their  language  as 
a  moans  of  acquainting  the  school 
children  with  the  ways  and  customs 
of  tho  German  people.  The  pupils 
were  given  little  chance  of  acquiring 
the  things  that  go  to  make  up  the 
life  and  culture  of  Anglo-Saxon 
civilization. 

A  very  larve  proportion  of  Serbia's 
school  teachers  were  killed  In  the  war, 
800  having  died  during  the  Bulgarian 
occupation.  Scores  of  school  build- 
ings were  destroyed,  and  most  of  the 
school  books  printed  in  the  Serbian 
language  were  deliberately  confiscated 
and  burned  by  the  Bulgars.  Even 
Bibles  were  carried  off,  the  object  of 
the  Bulgarians  being  to  displace  all 
books  in  the  Serbian  language  with 
publications   in   their  own   tongue. 

Notwithstanding  these  disasters, 
out  of  2,100  schools  in  Serbia,  nearly 
2,000  have  reopened.  So  great  is  the 
thirst  for  education  in  Serbia  that  it 
is  a  common  thing  for  children  in 
the  country  districts  to  leave  their 
homes  before  daybreak  snd  walk  for 
several  hours  to  reach  school,  not  re- 
turning home  until  late  In  the  evening. 
Tho  school  bulldlngs,«>owing  to  the 
ravliges  of  war,  often  are  without 
window  panes,  heating,  desks,  books, 
and  even  writing  material. 

So  great  is  the  shortage  Of  teach- 
ers an^i  the  influx  of  pupils  that  the 
former  have  to  work  from  dawn  until 
night,  taking  tlieir  classes  in  "re- 
lays." 


MYSTERIOUS  WOMEN 
OF  CENTRAL  EUROPE 

The  swarm  of  mysterious  women 
who  have  made  their  appearance  in 
the  capitals  of  Central  and  Eastern 
Europe  have  begun  to  attract  the 
speculative  attention  of  the  Vienna 
newspapers. 

Perfectly  dressed  and  nearly  al- 
ways of  more  than  ordinary  pulchri- 
tude, they  seem  to  travel  unhindered 
over  frontiers  where  the  av« 
erage  traveler  is  treated  as  a  sus- 
pect. On  crowded  trains  with  the 
moBt  limited  first-class  accommoda- 
tiona  usually  taking  a  week  to  secure, 
they  always  have  the  choice  com- 
partments at  a  moment's  notice  and 
In  hotels,  with  lone  waiting  lista,  in 
Warsaw.  Prague.  Vienna,  Belgrade, 
Bucharest  and  other  cities,  they  find 
rooma  waiting  them.  They  travel 
from  coiintry  to  country  on  amoothed 
ways,  and  frontiers  present  no  terrors 
for  them.  The  newspaper  belief  Is 
that  they  are  principally  engaged  in 
amuccling  of  valuables  and  eecurltles 
and  foreign  moneys  under  high  pro- 
tection, if  they  are  not  eeplonacs 
agenU,  or  poaalbly  combining  the* 
two.  There  la  not  a  flrst-claas  hotel 
In  Vienna  that  has  not  Its  eoterle  of 
these  mysterious  persons,  who  come 
and  go  Irregularly  and  who  can  be 
seen  by  the  traveler  first  In  one  city 
and  then  another. 


After  paving  Interested  several 
people  in  this  city  in  the  operations 
which  have  been  going  forward  at 
the  Bablne  grtuip  of  claims  near 
Smithers,  Mr.  8/ A.  D.  Davis,  who  is 
superintendent  of  the  "Steamship" 
pilne,  and  who  represents  the  Seattle 
bondholders,  left  here  on  Saturday 
night  for  Kamloops,  says  The  Prince 
George  Citizen. 

After  many  years  of  mining  ex- 
perience In  all  parts  of  America  and 
Canada.  Mr.  Davis  claims  that  h^  has 
come  upon  the  greatest  proposition 
in  his  experience.  He  showed  sam- 
pies  of  ore  to  The  Citizen  which  are 
wonderfully  rich  In  silver. 

The  Bablne  group  consists  of  nine 
claims  located  in  Driftwood  Basin, 
about  twenty  miles  from  Smithers. 
but  through  the  glowing  and  enthu- 
siastic reports  sent  ^t  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Provincial  Government's 
mining  engineer,  and  other  private 
sources,  the  distance  has  been  short- 
ened to  a  great  extent,  in  comparison 
with  former  years  at  least,  through 
the  construction  of  a  first-class  min- 
ing road  on  an  easy  grade  almost  to 
-*ae-  property,  by  the  Department  of^ 
Mines,  as  a  part  of  their  policy  of 
encouraging    mining. 

The  foundation  of  this  group  was 
started  with  the  staking  in  1916  of 
the  Silver  King  and  Snowstorm 
claims  by  P.  J.  Higgins.  while  pros- 
pecting at  the  head  of  Driftwood,  and 
was  the  result  of  the  discovery  of 
a  strong  vein  outcropping  on  both 
sides  of  that  creek.  At  intervals  dur- 
ing 1»17  and  1918  as  surface  strip- 
plag  and  other  outside  development 
exposed  the  magnitude  of  the  vein 
systefais,  other  claims  were  staked 
until  with  the  staking  of  the  Sentinel 
claim  last  year  ,the  property  com- 
prised eight  full  claims  and  the 
Bablne  traction. 

PropertJes  Bonded 

,  One  year  ago  a  bonding  agreement 
was  entered  into  by  Mr.  Higgins 
with  a  partnership  of  Seattle  inter- 
ests represented  in  this  district  by 
Mr.  Davis,  and  work  under  his  sup- 
erlntendency  has  been  almost,  con- 
tinuous since  that  time.  NcAwith- 
standing  the  fact  that  they  ran  right 
into  one  of  the  worst  Winters  this 
country  has  ever  experienced  and  the 
fact  that  the  camp  had  to  be  built 
before  any  actual  development  could 
be  started,  they  have  made  a  good 
showing  and  the  results  have  been 
so  highly  satisfactory  that  the  incor- 
poration of  the  Steamship  Mining 
Company.  Limited,  to  prosecute  de- 
velopment on  a  large  scale  was  the 
result. 

Probably  the  most  authorltlve  re- 
port yet  made  public  on  the  Bablne 
group  is  that  given  by  Mr.  J.  D. 
Galloway,  the  Provincial  Government 
mining  engineer,  to  be  found  on  page 
103  of  tho  annual  report  of  the  min- 
ister of  mines  for  1919,  as  follows, 
being  the  result  of  an  examination  in 
1918: 

Composition  of  Ore 

"In  a  formation  of  Rhyollte  por- 
phyry a  quartz  vein  outcrops,  strik- 
ing north  seventy  degrees  E.  (Mag.) 
and  dipping  northerly  at  sixty  de- 
grees, the  vein  varying  from  two 
inches  to  two  and  a  half  feet.  It  is 
mineralized  with  galena,  zinc  blende 
and  copper,  and  occasional  specimens 
are  obtained  carrying  native  silver 
and  silver  sulphide.  The  quartz  is 
fairly  well  mineralized  with  metallic 
minerals  and  good  silver  values  are 
Obtained.  The  property  warrants 
development." 

Mr.  Davis  states  that  it  is  their  In- 
tention to  vigorously  prosecute  the 
work  of  development  during  the 
coming  Winter,  and  their  first  and 
chief  undertaking  to  that  end  will 
be  to  drive  a  crosscut  tunnel  from  a 
•point  about  200  feet  southeast  of  the 
present  working  to  tap  the  vein  at  a 
lowed  level  and  then  drift  each  way. 

The  well  known  mining  operator, 
Mr.  Jame  Cronin,  has  a  ni\e  pro- 
perty across  the  mountain  from  the 
Steamship  mine.  Mr.  Cronin  is  the 
pioneer  of  the  properties  in  that 
section.  He  has  been  going  in  there 
for  over  ten  years.  He  but  recently 
declared  that  his  mine,  the  Bonanza, 
was  "no  lonfer  a  prospect,  but  a  real 
mine,"  which  he  intends  to  develop 
with  machinery  at  an  early  date.  He 
has  been  running  a  long  cross-tun- 
nel and  has  been  reported  to  have 
struck   twelve   feet   of  ore. 

The  development  of  the  bright 
prospects  before  these  mining  prop- 
erties will  add  another  rich  industry 
to  the  country  along  the  O.T.P.  and 
will  contribute  to  the  prosperity  of 
Prince   George    in    mann  respects.

Gonstipatioii 
Is  Relieved 
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feiFOllNDLAND  lAYS 
CUyM  TO  WDOR 

Resources  in  Pulp  and  Water 
Power  Bring  Realization  of 

•  Value  of  Hitherto  Desolate 
Region 


Recent  aurveya  of  Labrador,  which 
have  diacloaed  immenae  reaourcea  of 
timber  suitable  for  pulp  and  paper 
manufacture  have  led  to  a  revival 
of  efforta  to  bring  about  a  determlna- 
Uon  of  the  boundary  line  between 
Newfoundland  and  the  Canadian 
Province  of  Quebec.  Thla  line  haa 
never  t>een  laid  down  by  actual  aur- 
vey,  and  ita  varioua  deflnltlona,  aa 
given  In  documenta  iasueH  at  inter- 
vala  in  the  laat  century  and 'a  half, 
are  so  vague  that  Oovarnment  offlciala 
ad  not  know  just  how  much  of  Lab- 
rador balonga  to  Newfoundland  and 
how  much  to   Canada. 

That  Labrador  ia  rich  in  many 
natural  resources,  including  enormous 
waterpower,  has  long  been  known,  but 
tha  practicability  of  utilising  its 
foraata  for  paper  making  was  not 
demonstrated  until  the  world-wide 
paper  ahortage  led  to  exhaustive  in- 
veatigationa  of  the  territory.  Thia  re- 
sulted in  applications  by  promotora 
do  the  Newfoundland  Government  for 
timber  limits  in  Labrador.  Aa  theae 
could  not  be  acted  upon  until  it  waa 
determined  whether  Nawfoundland 
owned  the  land  in  qneatlon,  repre- 
aantativaa  of  thia  colony  were  aent  to 
London  lata  in  tha  Sunudaer  to  dia- 
euaa  with  eminent  Engltoh  counael 
the  preparation  of  a  formal  draft 
of  Newfoundland'a  Labrador  claims  aa 
opposed  to  thoae  of  Canada. 

The  coaat  of  Labrador  waa  annexed 
to  Newfoundland  in  1763.  Ten  yeara 
later,  owing  to  difflcultiea  arlalng  out 
of  granta  made  to^  a  _number  pf  per.^^ 
aona  under  the  French  rule,  it  waa 
changed  to  Canadian  Jurisdiction.  In 
1809  it  waa  again  transferred  to  New- 
foundland, and  haa  aiiice  been^  at- 
tached to  thia  colony. 

The  difnculty  ariaes  over  ■  different 
interpretationa  of  the  words  "coast 
of  Labrador."  OnA  view  is  that 
Newft>undland  can  claim  only  the 
coast/batween  Blanc  Sablon  and  Cape 
Ch^ley,  with  perhaps  half  a  mile  in- 
land, and  that  tha  rest  of  Labrador 
belongs  to  Cana^  As  del|ne|a  in  the 
letfers  patent  conatituting  the  office 
of  Governor  of  Newfoundland,  the 
boundary  waa  deacrlbed  aa  a  line 
drawn'  between  Blanc  Sablon  and 
Cape  Chidley,  which  would  pass 
through  the  ocean  in  certain  sections 
and  leave  large  areas  of  the  coaat  to 
the  westward  of  tha  line,  and  there- 
fore not  under  Newfoundland  Juria- 
dictlon. 

Many  Newfoundland  offlciala  hold 
t«  the  view  that  the  correct  de- 
limitation waa  made  in  a  aeaa'onal 
paper  lasued  in  this  colony  in  1864. 
Under  the  phraaeology  of  this  docu- 
ment Newfoundland  would  be  entitled 
to  thouaanda  of  aquare  milea  of  the 
interior  of  the  Labrador  peninsula.  In 
addition  to  the  coaat.

Tax  Problems  That  tb  New 
Administration  Must  Face 

Of  vital  concern  to  every  one  of  us,  because  indissolubly  linked  with  the  high  cost  of  living, 
is  the  problem  of  tax  revision  that  confronts  the  new  administration  at  Washington.  "There  is 
no  question  that  Federal  taxation \js  a  bumin|^  issue  the  country  over,"  declares  The  Philadelphia 
Public  Ledger  (Ind.  Rep.),  which  adds  that  "if  the  country  is  to  be  saved  from  the  inequalities 
of  the  present  taxation,  which  is  both  sectional  and  too  arbitrary  in  its  class  distinctions,  it  must 
be  through  the  combined  common  sense  of  both  parties,  and  not  through  any  doctrinaire  adher-  ^ 
ence  to  partizan  systems." 

During  the  fiscal  year  1920  Federal  taxes  amounted  to  $5,408,075,468;  an  increase  of  a  bil- 
lion and  a  half  over  1919.  And  since  the  cost  of  running  the  Government  next  year  will  be  at 
least  14,000,000,000,  according  to  the  estimates  of  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Houston,  the  prob- 
lem for  the  present  is  to  devise  a  better,  not  a  smaller,  tax.

The  quarterly  general  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  took  the  form 
of  a  luncheon  at  the  Dominion  Hotel 
yesterday.  The  Lieutenant-Governor. 
Col.  E.  G.  Prior,  was  among  those 
attending,  and  President  J.  L.  Beck- 
wlth  took  occasion  to  remark  upon 
the  pleasuf«  members  bod  at  his 
presence,  and  promised  to  see  that 
he  attended  future  gatherings  also. 
Capt.  Evan  J.  Edwards,  senior 
British  Trade  Commissioner  in  Can- 
ada, spoke  to  the  members  on  Im- 
perial trade  and  methods  of  fur- 
thering it.  He  has  but  Just  com- 
pleted a  tour  of  Inspection  of  the° 
Western  Provinces  on  behalf  of  the 
British   authorities. 

A  second  speaker  was  Robert 
Crosby,  of  the  Canadian  City  Bu- 
rt<au.  head  of  the  officials  here  to 
launch  a  drive  in  the  interests  of 
the  Board  of  Trade.  The  special 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
working  with  them  was  authorized 
by  the  n>eetlng  to  add  to  their  num- 
ber as  they  thought  advisable.  The 
menvbershlp  at  present  is  composed 
of  Chairman  J.  H.  Beatty,  R.  F. 
Taylor.  J.  Klngham,  O.  I.  Warren 
and   O.    McGregor. 

The  opening  remarks  of  Captain 
Edwards  were  devoted  to  well-wishes 
for  the  success  of  the  campaign  to 
Increase  the  Board  of  Trade  mem- 
bership. Prom  an  Empire-wide  ex- 
perience, he  declared  It  his  belief 
that  a  live  Board  of  Trade  meant  a 
live,  city,  one  that  was  developing 
.juul  keeping^  abreast  of  the  llnxeB..  In. 
Victoria  particularly,  as  an  ocean 
port,  efforts  should  be  unceasing  to 
develop  the  city,  Island  and  Prov- 
ince. 

A  feature  that  he  had  observed  in 
Victoria,  and  at  no  other  point  in 
Canada,  was  the  conspicuous  pres- 
ence of  British  periodicals  in  the 
news  stands.  He  was  also  of  the 
opinion  that  British  goods  received 
a  much  more  prominent  diaplay  in 
thia  city  than  elsewhere.  He  was 
very  much  pleased  to  see  this,  as  Ih 
other  cities  American  goods  and 
papers  seemed  to  have  crushed  out 
all   others. 

Turning  then  to  the  subject  of 
Imperial  Trade,  he  proclaimed  it 
not  a  new  topic,  but  an  important 
one.  dealing  with  one-third  of  the 
entire  globe  and  affecting  600,000,- 
000  people.  He  referred  to  the 
speech  of  Mr.  Lloyd  George  at  the 
Imperial  Trade  Conference  in  1907, 
quoting  a  passage  to  the  effect  that 
the  Empire  would-be  a  great  gainer 
if  the  Imports  of  the  products  of 
foreign  countries  could  be  produce^ 
within  the  confines  of  the  Empire. 
Optimism  Required 
To  make  this  possible,  continued 
Captain  Edwards,  optimism  and 
patriotism  were  necessary,  particu- 
larly optimism.  In  defining  the 
latter  term,  he  told  the  members 
of  the  Board  that  not  long  ago  he 
had  been  called  upon  by  the  Home 
Government  to  explain  the  meaning 
of  an  article  in  the  Canadian  press 
regarding  the  possibilities  of  future 
trade  with  Newfoundland.  The  ar- 
ticle, said  Capt.  Edwards,  was  pes-

exist,  but  waa  only  of  a  temporary 
nature,  and  in  sending  a  message  to 
the  British  Government  to  this  ef- 
fect in  the  Government  code  he 
could   find   no  word   therein  for  pes- 


slmist.  this  code,  explained  the 
speaker,  was  the  one  In  use  during 
the  war,  and  he  fell  he  was  right 
in  saying  that  It  was  the  spirit  of 
optimism  that  had  seen  ua  through. 
He  had  -served  personally  in  the 
Merchant  Marine  and  the  R.  A.  F., 
and  could  vouch  for  the  presence  in 
each  of  a  quie't,  calm  optimism  at 
all  times.  That  spirit,  he  declared, 
was  as  necessary  in  peace  as  in  war, 
and  he  wimted  to  see  it  in  business 
relations,  in  city  life,*  in  the  meet- 
ings of  boards  of  trade  and  similar 
bodies,  and  in  all  surroundings.  It 
had  been  the  force  by  which  great 
difficulties  had  been  overcome  dur- 
ing the  conflict,  difficulties  that  had 
seemed  insurmountable. 

Spirit  of  KquaUty 
Speaking  of  the  effect  of  the  war 
on  the  Empire  as  a  whole.  Captain 
Edwards  asserted  that  a  new  spirit 
had  arisen.  All  parts  were  brothers; 
there  waa  no  question  of  a  Mother 
Country  ordering  any  other  about. 
The  spirit  of  brotherhood  that  had 
so  amazed  the  enemy  was  still  re- 
quired in  peace  and  business  days. 
As  an  Instance  of  the  trend  of  opin- 
ion in  this  direction,  the  speaker 
cited  the  Canada  West  Indian  Con- 
ference at  Ottawa  not  long  ago. 
There  had  been  a  similar  meeting 
in  1912,  he  stated!  but  at  that  time 
only  some  of  the  West  Indian  dele- 
gates had  appeared.  On  this  occa- 
sion, however,  they  were  all  repre- 
sented, and  with  the  Canadian  rep- 
resentatives, sat  around  the  table  in 
the  most  brotherly  of  attitudes. 
There  had  been  no  arguing,  but  a 
perfect  spirit  of  unanimity.  As  a 
further  instance  of  the  same  dis- 
position, he  said  that  the  main  thing 
before  the  conference  was  a  recip- 
rocal tariff  that  would  benefit  both 
Canada  and  the  West  Indies.  The  de- 
cision reached  was  not  binding  with- 
out ratification  by  the  various  gov- 
ernments concerned.  When  submit- 
ted for  approval,  the  Bahamas  alone 
refused  to  ratify  the  agreement,  and 
that  on  the  score  that  Canada  was 
not  given  sufficient  preference.  In- 
stead of  the  10  per  cent  preference 
guaranteed  Canada  by  the  decision 
of  the  conference,  the  Bahamas  in- 
sisted  on  giving  26   per  cent. 

That  trade  arguments  were  a 
waste  of  breath  without  shipping 
facilities  was  also  argued  by  the 
speaker,  who  insisted  on  direct 
routes  and  in  British-owned  vessels. 
Foreign  tonnage  could  not  be  relied 
on;  the  war  would  have  been  lost 
without  the  Merchant  Service.  In 
some  c^vees  shipments  were  made 
through  other  countries,  which  in- 
variably exacted  an  honorarium,  and 
this,  too,  added  to  the  eventual  cost 
of  the  goods  and  in  addition  inter- 
fered with  the  growth  of  Empire 
trade. 

British  AtUtudc 
The  attitude  of  British  manufac- 
turers wa^  referred  to  by  Captain 
Edwards,  who  said  that  the  war  had 
had  a  good  effect  on  them.  They 
had  once,  perhaps,  been  conserva- 
tive, but  there  would  be  few  cases 
of  hanging  back  now.  Firms  were 
one  and  all  desirous  of  giving  the 
people  what  they  wanted.  He  had 
attended  the  Imperial  Trades  Con- 
gress at  Toronto  a  few  weeks  ago, 
and  the  gist  of  the  attitude  of  the 
many  Brttish  firms  there  present  had 
been.  "If  we  are  not  making  what 
you  want,  let  us  know  and  we  shall 
make   it." 

That  increased  faith  In  the  future 
was  the  basis  of  trade  expansion, 
concluded  Capt.  Edwards.  In  Vic- 
toria he  could  sec  at  the  new  docks 
here  and  elsewhere  that  this  faith 
was  here,  but  he  wanted  it  to  be 
extended  to  the  whole  Empire.  The 
more  he  saw  of  the  Empire  the  more 
did  he  feel  bow  wonderful  it  was, 
embracing  aa  it  does  all  climes  and 
peoples,  and  producing  every  single 
tiling  needed  in  life.  The  different 
races  and  creeds  and  the  lands  they 
inhabit  make  a  perfect  whole,  with 
common  bonds  of  idealism. 

Board  of  tVade  Drive 
Introducing  Mr.  Robert  Crosby, 
head  of  the  Canadian  City  Bureau 
officials  conducting  th«  Board  of 
Trade  campaigns  in  the  eity,  Mr.  J. 
L.  Beckwith  told  something  of  the 
preparations  alrehdy  made  by  the 
crew  In  phstrge  of  the  drive  at»4  of 
Its  purpose.  "It  Is  the  intention  of 
the  Board  to  astsnd  beyond  trade 
matters  and  to  Inelode  in  our  activi- 
ties anything  pertaining  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  eity,"  he  declared. 

Mr.  CroMty.  of  the  Toronto    offleo 
of  th«  Canadtaia  City  BorsAn.     took  I 
aa  bis  text  the  fact  that   new    times 


rying    on    the    ideals    of      the    earlier 
citizens     und        contributing     to     the 
growth  of  the  community.     He  urged 
the   members  of   the   Board   to     keep 
before    them    the    vision    of    Victoria 


in  1930,  and  that  if  the  campaign  is 
to  succeed  it  will  be  because  of  this 
vision. 

The,  need  of  co-operation  was  em- 
phasized by  Mr.  Crosby,  who  de- 
clared that  the  new  idea  was  that 
every  man  had  something  to  con- 
tribute to  the  iMelfare  of  everyone 
e'se,  and  that  the  purpose  of  bind- 
ing together  into  institutions  was^for 
the  intention,  not  of  taking,  but  of 
giving.  No  organisation  can  truly 
serve  unless  every  man  ia  a  poten- 
tial worker.'  capitalising  optimisni  to 
the  last  degree.  He  concluded  with 
a  plea  for  tolerance  for  leadership. 
It  was  easy  to  stand  on  the  outside 
and  criticize,  but  inside,  not  outside, 
was  the  only  place  in  which  to  do 
the  kicking.  The  Board  of  Trade 
will  do  only  what  the  vision  and 
spirit  of  the  citizens  of  the  city  per- 
mit, said  Mr.  Crosby,  who  urged  a 
final  motto  on  his  hearers  of  "All 
f or  A'^lctoria  and  Victoria  for  all,"

Ottawa's  Explanation 

OTTAWA,  Nov.  6. — A  temporary 
setback  for  the  Dominion  Oovem- 
ment's  shlpbntldlng  programme  Is  en- 
tailed In  the  euapenslon  of  operations 
by  the  Prince  Rupert  Drydock  and 
Engineering  Company,  official  news 
of  which  "has  been  received  by  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Flsherlea 
But  any  slight  delay  which  may  occur 
In  connection  with  the  completion  of 
the  full  list  of  <S  government  ships 
is  regarded  here  as  a  small  matter 
as  compared  with  the  situation 
brougth  about  by  the  throwing  out 
of  employment  ot  the  800  employees 
of  the  concom,  which  Is  in  flnanclal 
difflcultles.    , 

Two  Ships  Bnlldfaifr 

The  company  was  constructing  un- 
der the  Oovemment  programme  two 
vessels  of  the  8,100-ton  type.  One 
was  nearing  completion  when  work 
was  suspended  and  would  have  been 
launched  In  December;  the  other 
would  have  been  ready  to  go  Into 
commission  In  February.  Taken  to- 
gether, about  76  per  cent  of  the  work 
was  flnished. 

According  to  advices  received  here 
the  company  was  behind  In  Us  pay- 
roll when  work  on  the  ships  was  sus- 
pended. Th«  Oovemment  is  fully 
protected  from  loss  by  guaranteed 
bonds  held  by  the  Liondon  Guarantee 
and  Accident  Company,  and  cannot 
make  any  immediate  move  to  relieve 
the  situation  at  Prince  Rupert,  be- 
cause sueh  action  without  first  secur- 
ing consent  of  the  bonding  company 
might  prejudice  Its  claim  under  the 
bond.  In  view  of  the  distress  due  to 
overdue  wages  the  Oovemment  has 
asked  the  consent  of  the  guarants* 
company  to  pay  off  the  workmen  by 
the  Oovemment.  The  guarantee  com- 
pany will  be  pressed  for  an  agree- 
ment along  these  lines.  The  guaran- 
tee company  has  the  option  of  com- 
pleting the  ships,  but  should  it  de- 
cide to  do  so  it  is  probable  that  the 
Oovemment  will  undertake  the  work 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.

Article  7  reserves  to  Italy  the 
right  to  exploitation  of  the  Heraclea 
coal  basin. 

Wltbdrawal  of  Troops 

By  Article  %  ths  French  and 
Italian  Oovsrnroents  agree  to  with- 
draw their  troops  from  the  represen- 
tative areas  when  the  signatories  are 
agreed  in  considering  that  the  treaty 
of  peace  with  Turkey  is  being  exe- 
cuted. 

By  Article  f  the  signatories 
with  special  Interests  accept  respon- 
sibility for  supervising  the  execution 
of  the  terms  of  the  treaty  with  Tur- 
key for  the  protection  of  minorities 
within    their    respective    areas. 

The  agreement  is  to  be  ratified.  It 
is  provided  in  Article  9,  and  be  com- 
munloated  to  the  Turkish  Govern- 
ment and  to  ^e  published  and  come 
Irto  force  at  the  same  time  the 
Turkish  psace  treaty  goes  into  affect. 

Articls  10  of  the  agreement  pro- 
vides that  nothing  contained  In  it 
shell  prejudice  the  rights  of  na- 
tionals of  non-signatory  states  to  free 
access  to  the  various  areas  for  com- 
mercial and  economical  purposes.
